IXUNDATIOKS   IN  HOLLAND. 

The  fuelling  of  the  Rhine  has  been  fo 
vaft,  as  to  burft  a  dy  ke  which  kept  out  the 
fea  at  Nirreguen,  and  a  confulerable  part 
of  Djtfch  Guilders  lias  been  inundated. 
Many  of  the  inhabitants  were  drowned, 
and  the  remainder  got  upon  the  roofs  to 
fave  themfelves  from  the  floating  ice,  but 
the;,  were  frozen  there.  The  town  of 
Doith,  10  leagues  from  Amfterdam,  ex- 
peels  with  dreadful  anxiety  the  breaking 
up  of  the  froft,  as  it  is  fituated  lower  than 
the  Legzval,  a  river  as  impetuous  as  the 
Scheldt.  1  his  town  is  on  the  point  of 
being  fv  allowcd,  and  the  inhabitants  are 
flying  in  ali  di  ec'iors  Rotterdam  is  ih 
the  fame  fituation.  The  w  ater  is  only 
fix  inches  below  the  top  of  the  d\kts,  1  y 
which  the  fea  is  prevented  from  rufhing- 
in;  In  the  town  of  Deventcr,  fix  leagues 
from  Amfterdam,  the  water  is  five  feet 
above  dykes,  and  17  feet  deep  in  the 
tow  n.  The  number  loft  is  unknown,  as 
it  is  impolTible  to  approach  the  place; 
The  bridges  of  the  town  of  Arnheim,  3 
leagues  from  this  city,  are  carried  awavi 
and  the  communication  between  t'.s  and 
the  Hague,  is  entirely  cut  off  by  the  ice, 
and  the  waters  of  the  Rhine,  which  covers 
a  part  of  Holland.  Our  fituation  hither- 
to is  not  bad,  and  Amfterdam  cannot  be 
inundated,  unlels  the  great  dyke  at  the 
rate  of  Muyden  fhcuM  happen  to  burft. 
Should  the  thaw  fet  in  rapidly,  with  a 
ftrong  wind  from  the  South,  we  have  as 
much  to  apprehend  here  as  they  have  at 
Dorth  or  Rotterdam.  We  ilia'll,  howe- 
ver, have  the  advantage  of  200  fhips  now 
in  port,  and  we  are  fituated  near  them, 

Germany* 

UPPER  RHINE,  March  16. 
The  begining  of  the  campaign  which 
has  been  opened  on  the  frontiers  of  the 
Grifons,  has  not  been  favourable  for  the 
Auftrians. — 1  he  French  have  penetrated 
into  the  Grifons  ;  and  on  the  7thof  March 
taken  poffeffion  of  Coire,  the  principal 
town,  after  having  made  gen.  Auften- 
berg,  and  feveral  thoufand  men,  prifoners. 
The  following  is  one  of  the  official  ac- 
counts : 

Letter  from  general  Massena  to  tbe  Hel- 
vetic Diretlory. 
Head  quarters  at  Aymoos, 

16  Ventofe,  March  6. 
Citizens  Direflors, 
I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  I 
have  received  orders  from  my  government 
to  drive  the  Auftrians  from  "the  Grifon 
territory,  in  order  to  reftore  to  their 
rights  tiiepatrius  whoflcdinto  Helvetia: 
as  the  Austrian  general  returns  no  anfwer 
to  my  fummons,  I  to  day  attacked  him  in 
feveral  points.  I  hafte'n,  citizen  direc- 
tors, to  communicate  to  you  the  refult. 
The  different  ferries  of  the  Rhine  being 
fweiled  by  the  thaw,  were  all  ufelefs  ex-  j 
cept  one.  I  caufed  a  bridge  to  be  thrown 
over  the  river  neaT  Aymoos  over  which 
I  paffed  with  the  brigade  of  general  ; 
Lorge  :  after  a  very  obftinate  aclion  of 
four  hours  continuance,  we  poffeffed  our- 
felvcs,  as  night  came  on,  of  the  fortrefs 
of  Lucicnftelg,  which  opened  us  a  paffage 
in  the  Grifon  territory.  This  pafs  it  is 
faid,  was  never  forced  before.  I  hope  to- 
morrow we  fliall  be  able  to  reap  the  fruits 
of  this  firft  fuccefs.  In  the  mean  time  wc 
have  already  taken  400  prifoners,  among 
whom  are  feveral  officers.  In  the  fort 
we  took  four  pieces  of  cannon.  The  enemv 
had  the  advantage  over  us  in  their  pofition 
andartDery;  for,  of  the  latter,  we  had 
none.  Nothing  could  be  equal  totheobfti- 
nacy  with  which  the  enemy  defended  this 
important  pafs,  but  the  intrepid  courage, 
of  the  conquerors.  They  made  the  attack 
with  the  hnvonet.  I  wait  the  report  of 
the  more  diftant  attacks.

The  firft  reports  of  the  actions  at  the 
fources  of  the  Rhine  were  here  very  con- 
tradictory ;  but  the  truth  is  now  'afcer- 
tained:  The  French  pallid  the  Rhine  in 
three  places.  On  the  left  near  Fehftifch, 
they  forced  general  Hotze  to  retreat  ;

"The  (hip  Mary-Ann,  mounting  16 
guns,  and  manned  with  51  hands,  arri- 
ved here  yesterday,  from  the  river  La 
Plata  ;  Hie  was  furnifiied  with  a  letter  of 
Marque,  and  7  days  iinee,  in  the  Gulph 
Stream,  was  engaged  by  a  French  brig 
of  10  guns  and  117  men,  all  mulattocs 
and  negroes,  except  the  firft  lieutenant, 
who  is  an  American,  a  native  ofBarnfta- 
ble  in  the  State  -of  Maflachufetts.  The 
engagement  laded  two  hours,  during 
which  nine  Americans  were  killed  and 
wounded,  and  feventeen  of  the  negroes. 
At  length,  tlie  Mary-Ann  got  fo  com- 
pletely athwart  her  bows,  that  every  (hot 
raked  her  for-;  ?.nd  aft,  when  the  tri-col- 
ored  flag  was  hauled  down,  and  fhe  \  iel- 
ded  to  the  fuperior  bravery  of  the  Ame- 
rican feamen. 

u  After  taking  potfeflion  of  her,  fhe 
proved  to  be  Le  Generbaux,  of  Gauda- 
loupe;  but  contrary  to  all  other  priva- 
teers, was  deeply  loaded  with  guns,  pif- 
tols,  daggers,  flints,  cutlalles,  and  all  oth- 
er military  (lores  and  implements. — The 
captain  of  the  Mary-Ann  took  out  what 
men  he  could  flow,  and  put  the  reft  in 
irons,  of  which  he  found  plenty  in  the 
prize  ;  he  alfo  put  21  men  on  board  her, 
and  ordered  her  for  the  firft  port  in  the 
United  States  which  (lie  could  make. — 
What  render!,  the  fituatioh  of  the  prize 
more  particular,  is,  that  (he  had  no  com- 
m&Sea,  nor  any  papers,  nor  could  the  A- 
merican  learn,  even  from  their  prifoners, 
where  ftie  was  bound,  or  to  what  purpofe 
her  cargo  was  intended  to  be  appropria- 
ted. Her  letters  were  all  thrown  over- 
board, but  one,  which  through  hurry  was 
left  in  the  cbeft  of  a  pafienger  j  this  let- 
ter is  addrcfled  to  an  eminent  perfon- 
age  in  Georgia,  and  on  account  of  its 
important  contents,  was  fent  on  as  fooni 
as  the  Mary- Ann  arrived,  by  exprefs  to 
the  Secretory  of  State."  f

Jourdan  in  confequence  of 
this  defeat,  on  the  23d,  removed  his  head 
quarters  from  Pfullendorff  to  Eugin,  fix 
leagues  from  Schaffhaufen,  and  was  en- 
deavouring to  form  a  junction,  with  Maf- 
fena in  Switzerland.  The  Aarchduke 
who  had  advanced  his  head,  quarters  to 
Pfullendorff,  followed  by  forced  marches  ; 
and,  if  fome  Auftrians  from  Moerfburgh 
had  arrived  in  fufficient  time,  the  retreat 
of  the  enemy  would  have  been  cut  off. 

A  confiderable  number  of  French 
troops  were  made  prifoners  in  the  actions 
of  the  20th  and  21ft  ;  but  it  does  not  ap- 
pear that  the  armies  in  Suabia  were  en- 
gaged on  the  2  2d. 

The  column  of  the  French  army  under 
gen.  Vandamme,  which  was  at  Tubin- 
gen, on  the  22d,  in  confequence  of  the

European  Intelligence. 

England. 

LONDON,  April  9. 
The  Paris  papers  to  the  5th  inft.  were 
received  at  a  late  hour  laft  night.  The 
intelligence  which  they  bring  is  COnfider- 
ably  of  a  later  date  than  that  of  the  laft 
Hamburgh  mail,  and  is  in  every  point  o! 
view  of  the  utmoft  importance.  4  V 
We  find  in  the  Redafteur  (the  Gazette 
of  the  Directory,)  of  the  3d  and4tbwniV 
an  account  of  two  great  actions,  the 


in  the  Valteline,  and  the  other  in  the 
Han  territory  :    In  each,  we  are  forry  to 
fay,  the  French  appear  to  have  been  de- 
cifively  victorious. 

Gen.  Sherer,  late  French  minifter  at 
war,  and  now  commander  in  chief  of  the 
army  of  Italy,  ftates  that  on  the  25th  of 
March  he  attacked  the  Auftrian  army, 
which  was  ftrongly  entrenched  on  the 
banks  of  the  Adige,  carried  all  their  re- 
doubts, and  had  taken  poffeffion  of  the 
two  bridges  on  that  river.  The  lofs  of 
the  Auftrians  is  rated  at  four  thoufand 
men  takeV prifoners,  12  pieces  of  ca^rhon 
and  two  ftandards :  they  are  alfo  faidt  to 
have  left  3000  men  dead  on  the  field  of 
battle. 

The  letter  from  Maflena,  the  French 
commander  of  the  army  of  Helvetia,  (or 
Switzerland)  and  which  is  alfo  official, 
gives  an  account  of  an  attack  on  Glu- 
rentz,  Nanders,  and  fome  other  places  in 
the  Valteline.  Thefe  polls  were  all  car- 
ried by  the  French.  The  Auftrians  in 
thefe  engagments  which  took  place  on 
the  25th  ult.  are  faid  to  have  loft  no  lefs 
than  7000  men  taken  prifoners,  and  25 
pieces  of  cannon.

United  States,  two  dollars  ;  and  in  cafe  there  he  more  than  one 
perfon  named  in  the  laid  writ,  warrant,  attachment,  or  procefs, 
then  two  dollars  for  each  perfon  fo  named;  for  his  travel  out  in 
ferving  each  writ,  warrant,  attachment,  or  procels  aforcfaid, 
five  cents  per  mile,  to  be  computed  from  the  place  of  fervice, 
to  the  court  where  the  writ  or  procefs  fliall  be  returned :  and  if 
more  perfons  than  one  are  named  therein,  the  travel  fliall  be 
computed  from  the  court  to  the  place  of  fervice  whic  h  fliall  be 
the  moft  remote,  adding  thereto  the  extra  travel  which  fliall  be 
neceffarv  to  ferve  it  on  the  other  ;  for  each  bail  bond,  fifty  cents  ;
